The Department of Transportation, Bureau of Rail & Transit, proposes to lease
approximately 9,700 square feet of land in Northfield to Merrimack Valley Railroad Park
Street, Northfield, NH.

The owner of the former Northfield Freight Station building and former Railroad land it
sits on in Northfield has asked to lease a portion of the railroad property to store railroad
passenger cars and cabooses. The owner leases other railroad property for this purpose
and that area is at capacity. There is no room on the Freight Station side of the main
track for expansion of additional side trackage, therefore the Railroad operators were
consulted and it was determined that a side track could be constructed on the opposite
side of the main track. At this time the side track in fact has been constructed and this
agreement will formalize the conditions and responsibilities specific to the use of the
sidetrack.

Although the area is part of and contiguous with the corridor, it will be used to store
railroad cars and cabooses and the terms of the lease will include termination language in
the event that this use would impact current and future rail use.

Please submit this request to the Council on Resources and Development to determine if
this land is surplus to the needs and interests of the State.
